PARCELS NOT ACCEPTABLE 


Soldiers Uniforms 
May not be Sent 


Through the Mails 


Parcels containing 
uniforms 
of 
discharged -okLcors addressed to the 
war department will not !>e received 
for\ transmission through the mail**, 
according to word received here to­ 
day from Washington. 
The 
order 
reads as follows: 
**Postmasters 
are hereby notified 
that a recent act of congress per­ 
mits discharged 
soldiers 
to »retain 
clothing and other equipment which 
thev take away with them and that, 
therefore, 
po stma. rters 
should not 
accept parcels containing these ar­ 
ticles for return 
to 
the War De­ 
partment/’ 


The county army selection board 
has been officially notified that any 
person who served 
in the 
United 
States navy, marine corj>s or army, 
u}»on honorable discharge 
and re­ 
turn to civil life, may retain a com­ 
plete uniform. ’The notification came 
a 
telegram 
from 
I Robert C. Baltzell, state eoneription 
officer, quoting an act of <*ongress. 
The matter of retention of uni­ 
forms by soldiers, sailors and ma- 
I rines returning to civil life has been 
unsettled and discharged men were 
up “in the air” figuratively speak- 
I ing, until arrival of the latest o f­ 
ficial order, which definitely seittles 
I the subject. 
The one uniform 
re- 
I ferred to according to the congress - 
I ional act, con-isfts of one complete 
suit of outer uniform clothing, in - 
eluding the overcoat and such ar­ 
ticles of personal apparel and equip­ 
ment the men may have. 
The order 
also ]>ermits the discharged men to 
wear such clothing at will.

Furthermore, 
the board may order 
the reassessment of «any individual 
or any unit up to and including a 
whole county, or may raise the total 
valuation equally, a certain percent, 
in any taxing unit, if the appraised 
value is not high enough. 
An as­ 
sessor or deputy assessor who may 
be removed from office by the state 
board, is given the privilege of ap- 
pealing his case To the circuit court 
for a hearing. 
Mr. Priest will urge upon the as­ 
sessors the 
necessity

the law because if the state board 
for instance, should find it neces­ 
sary to raise the assessment in any 
township, or the whole county, some

which are pressed by the arm as the 
pipes are played. 
They have sevep 
pipes while the 
Scotch 
have five. 
They are also more of a concert in­ 
strument, as they are tuned in con­ 
cert pitch, and are of a softer tone 
than the Scotch bagpipe. 
Mr. O’Donnell goes each year to 
Chicago to attend an annual gath­ 
ering of bagpipe players. 
He has 
collected more than 1800 Irish tunes 
and his visit here is considered 
a 
rare treat.

We have advanced since 
then, almost to Cob lenz, where the 
arm y of occupation is stationed, b ut 
will not get to go much farther.”

ALLOWANCE TO CHILD 


IS ROAD TO ECONOMY 


Home Economics Expert Says 
Way Is to Teach Youth Early 
Proper Apportioning 
of an Income. 


"The best and most natural way of j 
beginning true national economy, wise 
»pending 
and 
wise 
saving,” 
says 
Ruth Wardell, bead of the home eco­ 
nomics department of the University 
of Iowa, and who last summer started 
a home economics department in a 
Cleveland (Ohio) bank, “is by giving 
the children an allowance. The lesson 


of properly apportioning an iucome 
thus is early learned.” 
MJ_s Wardell favors the alldwnnee 
arrangement at a very early age, say 
at six or seven. 
It may then be very 
small, and out of It the budding citi­ 
zen may be expected to provide only 
school pencils, tablets, etc. 
The pur­ 
chase of school books provides a log­ 
ical next step ; a little later some per­ 
sonal belongings, such as shoes, may 
be added. 
“I say shoes,” explains Miss War­ 
den, “because children seem to take 
more interest in shoes than in most 
articles of wearing apparel, and be-

pay little heed.” 
The 
allowance should 
provide 
a 
little margin to encourage careful buy­ 
ing and saving possibilities.

not 
necessitate

fin« and self-respecting and independ­ 
ent citizenship. 
Both will enter col­ 
lege with a nice little financial nest 
egg to await the beginning of their 
bustness or professional life. 
The child’s allowance, it may be 
added, should be for necesities mainly, 
with but a fair and modest margin for 
personal luxuries and pleasures. 
It 
should always be recognized as allow­ 
ing for a regular proportion of sav­ 
ings, preferably Invested in govern­ 
mental securities. 
It should be care­ 
fully adjusted, rigidly adhered to on 
both sides of the bargain. 
Such re­ 
spect and observance not only will 
teach the child good economic habits, 
but will abolish many too frequent an­ 
noyances for the financial head of the 
family. 
Each child given an allowance will 
understand that this sum, with his 
support and other parental provisions, 
represents his fair share of the fam­ 
ily income, and that, as a decent citi­ 
zen, he must not ask nor expect to ex­ 
ceed It 
An adequate allowance sys­ 
tem. moreover, will obviate the evil 
habit of crying or pleading for special 
Indulgences and more funds.
